Chief defends 
use of tear gas

Dressed in riot gear and holding shields, 
Dallas police officers gathered in a defensive 
line downtown, confronting the latest round 
of protesters Saturday. 

For the second day in a row, police in this 
city deployed a technique not used in recent 
memory — shooting tear gas into the crowds. 

The only verbal warning: “Get back,’ a few 
officers yelled Saturday. 

Moments later, they pushed up the street, 
releasing pepper spray and firing tear gas to 
disperse the crowd. 

The decision quickly drew backlash from 
protesters, who had held peaceful demon- 
strations in front of Dallas Police Headquar- 
ters on South Lamar Street on Friday and at 
City Hall on Saturday before marching 
through downtown. The protests were in re- 
sponse to deadly police force incidents across 
the country — most recently the death of 
George Floyd in Minneapolis, a black man

Unrest grows 
across nation

Tense protests over the death of George Floyd 
and other police killings of black men grew Satur- 
day from New York to Tulsa to Los Angeles, with 
police cars set ablaze and reports of injuries 
mounting on all sides as the country lurched into 
another night of unrest after months of coronavi- 
rus lockdowns. 

The officer who held his knee to the 46-year- 
old black man neck as he begged for air, Derek 
Chauvin, was arrested Friday and charged with 
third-degree murder and second-degree man- 
slaughter, but that appeared to provide little 
balm. 

At the epicenter of the national anguish, Min- 
nesota Gov. Tim Walz, a Democrat, mobilized his 
state’s entire National Guard for the first time Sat- 
urday. Bracing for a fifth night of violence and ri- 
ots, he warned that the destruction of past nights 
would be “dwarfed” by Saturday night. 

“The situation in Minneapolis is no longer in 
any way about the murder of George Floyd,’ Walz 
said. “It is about attacking civil society, instilling 
fear and disrupting our great cities.” 


Abbott calls out 
Guard, state troopers

As demonstrators gathered 
for a second straight day on 
Saturday in Dallas to decry po- 
lice brutality and the killings 
of black people nationwide, 
many businesses in the down- 
town area locked down and 
police again deployed tear gas 
to disperse the angry crowds. 

Late Saturday, police said 
Whole Foods grocery in Up- 
town was being looted, and 
police called for all downtown 
buildings to be locked down. 

Dallas Area Rapid Transit 
announced a halt to down- 
town service for the safety of 
riders and employees. 

Just before 9 p.m. Saturday, 
Dallas police said they had 
made 13 arrests after closing 
off parts of downtown. 

All of this followed a day of 
mayhem that ensnared even 
nonparticipants: A young 
woman who said she had not 
been part of the protests and 
who didn’t want to be identi- 
fied was left with a bloody face 
Saturday evening after appar- 
ently being hit by a rubber bul- 
let fired by police as she 
walked home with groceries. 

Gov. Greg Abbott said Sat- 
urday that he had marshaled 
the Texas National Guard and 
1,500 state troopers to re- 
spond to unrest in Dallas, Aus- 
tin, Houston and San Antonio. 

“Texans have every right to 
exercise their First Amend- 
ment rights, but violence and 
looting will not be tolerated,” 
the governor said in a pre- 
pared statement. 

Early Saturday afternoon 
in Dallas, several hundred 
people of various ages and rac- 
es gathered peacefully at City 
Hall, chanting “No more” as 
workers inside peered from 
the windows. 

“How do you spell racist? 
DPD, the crowd said, turning 
its attention to the building. 

Then those gathered took a 
knee. 

“Say his name,’ they de- 
manded. “George Floyd.” 

Within hours, the mood 
would turn combative, with 
clouds of tear gas wafting 
throughout the municipal pla- 
za and officers behind riot 
shields threatening pepper 
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passing 10,000. Dallas and 
Tarrant counties each re- 
ported five new deaths.

With the country wracked by the coro- 
navirus and racial strife, the United States 
opened a new chapter in space explora- 
tion Saturday when a SpaceX rocket 
blasted off from the Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter in Florida, carrying two astronauts to 
orbit from American soil for the first time
